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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 1 -1 1 , 22 and 23 are allowable over the prior art by claiming structure and 
steps for mixing each receive signal for each transducer element of an array with a 
frequency and phase modifying control signal. 

Claims 1 1-15 are allowable over the prioKart by claiming that the control signal 
means generates control signals for each transducer element that when combined with 
the electrical receive signal of that transducer element modifies the electrical receive 
signal ia such a manner as to permit the simultaneous processing of the modified 
electrical receive signals from the plurality of transducer elements. 

Claims 16-21 are allowable over the prior art by claiming that the row and column 
control signals are combined with an active device. Active devices permit combination 
of the frequency and phase of two signals.
